"VISIT TO CAVERSHAM OF AMERICAI/ ORGAICZATIONS 

The BBC stated that some embarrassment had been caused in 
the past by requests to the BBC Monitoring Service from organ- 
izations such as Radio Free Europe for their representatives to 
visit Caversham. In view of the existence of an FBIS Bureau here 
it was considered that there should be some agreed channel for such 
visits acceptable to both FBIS and the BBC Monitoring Service. FBIS 
have now arranged that all such requests from IJ.S. organizations or 
citizens of the United States should be channeled through General 
John R. Deane of the American Embassy."
